Since the jury convicted Ben Noble 
of the murder of his employ er, Albert 
Sprag ue of Decatur county last nig ht 
and sentenced him to life imprison­ 
ment in the State prison at Michig an 
City , the attorney s for Noble have 
sig nified their intention of filing a 
motion for a new trial and will do so 
before the next term of court. Judg e 
Blair withheld sentence on Noble un­ 
til the next term of court when he 
will pass on the motion for a new 
trial. 
The jury took-the case at 5:34 
o’clock and after being 
out four 
hours and six minutes they returned 
a verdict of murder in the first de­ 
g ree and imposed a sentence of im­ 
prisonment for life. 
Elijah A. Kirk­ 
patrick of Jackson township acted as 
foreman of the jury . 
One juror has 
stated that on the first few votes two 
jurors held out for acq uittal. 
An­ 
other said that there was not a vote 
for acq uittal. 
It is understood that 
only six ballots were taken, the dif­ 
ference of opinion being based on the 
deg ree of murder which should be 
returned in the verdict. 
The law allows the defendant’s a t­ 
torney s a month in which to file a 
motion for a new trial. 
They sig ni­ 
fied their wish to tal>e advantag e of 
that act immediately after the ver­ 
dict was returned last nig ht. In their 
motion for a new trial they will be 
compelled to show ¡that they have ob­ 
tained new evidence to work on or 
that there was some irreg ularity in 
the court proceeding s in this trial be­ 
fore the court will g rant the petition. 
The trial will be held in this court 
at the expense of Decatur county if 
it is g ranted, as another chang e of 
venue may not be g ranted according 
to the law. 
The expense of the trial, 
all of which must be borne by Deca­ 
tur county , is estimated to be about 
$600 or $700 
When the verdict was returned last 
nig ht Noble never batted his 
ey es, 
lie was as stolid as a Spartan. 
The 
expression on his face never even 
chang ed and he stared straig ht into 
space. 
“Well, we’ll have to do this,” said 
the deputy sheriff as he reached into 
his pocket for the handcuffs and even 
before the had them out of his pock­ 
et Noble had his wrists bared for the 
tenacles to be placed on them. 
“Thai’s a long time,” observed the 
deputy sheriff. 


“Yes*, it is a long time,” replied 
Noble, and he continued. 
“Aint it 
awful when a fellow’s not g uilty ?” 
Judg e Blair’s instructions to the 
jury last nig ht consumed thirty -five 
minutes and are said to be more ex­ 
haustive than any instructions that 
were ever g iven a jury in the Rush 
circuit court. 
They apparently cov- 
ered every phase of the rather com­ 
plicated case. 
Judg e Blair rehearsed the charg e 
% preferred in the indictment and the 
plea of g uilty which was made by 
Ben Noble. 
He pointed out that first 


deg ree murder was the offense charg ­ 
ed which is the hig hest deg ree of fel- 
onous homicide and is based on the 
theory that the g reater includes the 
charg e of each of the lesser deg rees 
of homicide, that of seeond deg ree 
murder or manslaug hter. 
On that 
theory he instructed the jury they 
mig ht find Noble g uilty of either of 
the three charg es or that « they mig ht 
find him not g uilty . He disting uished 
between first and second deg ree mur­ 
der, pointing out that it 
must be 
shown in the first that the crime was 
premeditated, 
while in the 
second 
there is no necessity of showing any 
premeditation. He showed that man­ 
slaug hter meant that there was no 
necessity of malice or purpose being 
shown. 
The court proceeded further 
to explain all of the three different 
deg rees of murder by explaining all 
the terms involved. 
The court in­ 
structed that if there was a reason­ 
able doubt as to which of the differ­ 
ent deg rees of felonous homicide the 
defendant is g uilty , he should be con­ 
victed of the lowest deg ree. 
In his instructions the court point­ 
ed out that it is tire function of the 
g rand jury to charg e the commission 
of crime, but that it was the petit 
jury ’s duty to determine the g uilt or 
innocence of the defendant under the 
indictment upon all of the evidence 
submitted and that the indictment 
should raise no presumption as to 
his g uilt when they 
returned 
their 
verdict. 
The court instructed the jury that 
the law presumed that the defendant 
was innocent until his g uilt shall hpve 
been established bey ond a reasonable 
doubt from the evidence. He explain­ 
ed. however, that 
the law 
did not 
clothe those charg ed with crime-with 
the presumption of innocence that 
the g uilty mig ht be 
shielded 
from 
merited punishment. 
He cautioned 
the jury that if all of the material 
alleg ations of the indictment were 
not proved it was their duty to acq uit 
the defendant. 
The court explained 
that in order to prove a proposition 
bey ond a reasonable doubt, the evi­ 
dence should be sufficient to con­ 
vince a prudent man to such a deg ree 
of certainty that he would '(eel safe 
to act Ivithout any hesitation. 
The 
court instructed at leng th on reason­ 
able doubt and said 
that the law 
« touching on that phase was a prac- 
cal rule intended to g uide practical 
jurors. 
Judg e Blair devoted several para­ 
g raphs of his instructions to direct 
and circumstantial evidence. 
He as­ 
serted that direct 
evidence is evi­ 
dence of a particular fact or circum­ 
stance which 
forms a 
subject of 
judicial investig ation, while on the 
other hand, circumstantial evidence 
is evidence of 
other or 
collateral 
facts and circumstances from which 
the particular fact, which forms the 
subject of judicial investig ation, is, 
or fnay be, inferred. 
The court g ave sj>eoial instructions 
in reg ard to the alleg ed check forg ing 
incident which the State introduced 
and held was one of the motives for 
the crime. 
He pointed out that it 
was a q uestion for the jury to decide

Samuel B. Hill, 79 y ears old, retir­ 
ed merchant and 
one of the 
best 
known men in Ripley township, died 
at his home in Carthag e this morn­ 
ing about four o’clock. 
Mr. Hill had 
been very low since last Thursday 
and it was not expected 
any time 
since then that he would survive the 
serious illness. 
The cause of Mr. Hill’s death was 
paraly sis of the bowels. He had been 
in very poor health for the past six 
months, but at no 
time had his ail­ 
ment been considered until, on last 
Thursday , when he was taken .sud­ 
denly ill. 
Since that time he » liacj 
lain jn a semi-conscious condition, 
only occasionally 
recog nizing any 
members of liis own household. Most 
of the time since then many of his 
children have been at his bedside. 
Mr. Hill was one of the pioneer 
merchants of Carthag e. 
Ilis father, 
Benjamin Hill, 
operated 
the first 
store in Carthag e which was opened 
in 18 30. 
Mr. Hill 
boug ht a 
two- 
thirds interest in the Wooten & Den­ 
nis department 
store in 
Carthag e 
many y ears ag o and the firm was la­ 
ter known as Woten & Hill. 
After 
Mr. Hill became inactive, the store 
was manag ed by bis son, Roland II. 
Hill and the firm was chang ed to R. 
H. Ilill & Company . 
The store was 
later sold. 
Mr. Hill is survived by two daug h­ 
ters, Mrs. 0. H. White of Topeka, 
Kansas, and Mrs. Ruth Warner of 
Chicag o, and two sons, Roland II. 
Hill of Indianapolis and II. II. Hill 
of Kansas City , Mo. 
The funeral sendees will be held at 
the Carthag e Friends church Thurs­ 
day afternoon at two o’clock.

burial will take place at 
Riverside 
cemetery , just west of Carthag e.

Mr. Parker g ained the widest reputaT 
tion for his writing , both prose and 
poetry ’.

Ben Noble did utter a 
false check. 
He pointed out that that 
evidence 
mig ht be used in bearing on the com­ 
mission of the other crime as a mo­ 
tive if they found that Ben Noble did 
the crime which was charg ed. 
Judg e Blair said to the jury that it 
was not necessary for the State to 
prove a motive for the murder. 
He 
declared ¡that the jury mig ht be justi­ 
fied in inferring a motive if it is con­ 
vinced beyond a reasonable 
doubt 
that the defendant is g uilty. 
He also 
declared that if to their belief, the 
State had failed to show a motive 
they should consider that in making 
up their verdict. 
Judg e Blair stated that even if a 
crime had been committed that did 
not raise any presumption 
ag ainst 
Ben Noble ¡and unless he was shown 
to ¡have 
committed murder beyond 
all reasonable daubt he should be 'ac­ 
quitted. 
In another parag raph the 
court 
pointed out to the jury from an act 
of the General Assembly of 19 09 that 
if the defendant was found g uilty of 
the crime and also found to be insane 
a t the time of the commission of it, 
he should by an order of the court be 
committed to the Indiana colony for 
insane or criminals. 
The law pro­ 
vides that insane persons are not re­ 
sponsible criminally for 
their acts. 
This instruction was 
necessary on 
account of the special 
pleading s of 
insanity which the defendant made. 
He further pointed out that 
i^pre 
weakness of mind alone with the abil­ 
ity to disting uish between rig ht and 
wrong does not constitute insanity in 
law. 
Tn reg ard to character the court 
made a special instruction, saying 
that the. law presumes that one whose 
character for peace and quietude is 
g ood is less likely to commit a crime 
as that which was charg ed ag ainst 
Ben Noble than one whose character 
in that respect is bad. 
He declared 
that it was proper for 
the jury to 
consider that phase of the case in 
making up the jury but he hastened 
to explain that g ood character does 
not license the commission of crime. 
in reg ard to witness’ 
testimony 
Judg e Blair said “The jury has the 
rig ht to consider the feeling s and mo­ 
tives that may have influenced any 
witness in testifying in the case so 
far as they may be able to determine 
the siame from the evidence and if in 
this case the jury believes that any 
of the prosecuting witnesses enter­ 
tained feeling s of ill will or hatred 
toward the defendant, the jury ^nav 
consider 
the 
fact in 
determining 
what credit they g ive the testimony.” 
The court said that the penalty for 
murder in the first deg ree is death or 
imprisonment in the State prison for 
life, in the discretion of 
the jury; 
that the penalty for murder in the 
second deg ree is imprisonment in the 
State prison for life; 
that the jury 
in ease of convicting a defendant of 
any felony, other than treason or 
murder in the first orjseeond deg ree, 
does notjfix the penalty. 
Therefore, 
he said, if you find the defendant 
g uilty of manslaug hter, you should so 
state, but not fix the punishment. 
Judg e Blair instructed that the de­ 
fendant was not compelled to testify 
in his own defense, but that since he 
did ¡avail himself of the opportunity 
in this case, the jury had no rig ht to 
disreg ard his testimony on the g round 
alone that he stands charg ed with 
the crime. In determining , the judg e 
declared, his credibility as a witness, 
all reasonable doubts should 
be re­ 
solved in his favor. 
The court devoted two parag raphs 
to the Noble confession. 
He 
said 
that the jury should not convict on 
the theory alone that the confession 
had been made, but that such evi­ 
dence to corroborate the statement 
has been introduced, but that the jury 
mig ht, convict if it was proved to 
them by corroborating testimony. He 
further stated that* only confessions, 
which are made under inducement, 
require corroborating testimony. 
The court pointed out the manner 
in which the jury should return a ver­ 
dict in four different instances, first 
deg ree murder, second deg ree murder, 
manslaug hter or not g uilty. 
Tn closing the court declared that 
the witnesses, manner of testifying , 
conduct and appearance while on the 
stand, the reasonableness or unrea­ 
sonableness, 
consistency or incon­ 
sistency of his testimony should be 
considered in determining his credi­ 
bility.

Juarez is now gar­

p rov es successful in his camp aign 
against Chihuahua, which he now has 
besieged. 
It is said that Creighton is in com­ 
mand of about forty men, op erating in 
small bands around Juarez. Owing to 
the difficulty in p rocuring food, no 
more men are allowed to serv e.

small command of Americans does not 
recruit unless the ap p licant is a cow­ 
boy or an ex -United States cav alry ­ 
man.

New York, March 14.—The news 
given out at the Plaza last evening b y 
F. L. De La Barra, the Mex ican am­ 
b assador, was that Mex ico had formal­ 
ly protested to this government against 
any of our warships b eing stationed in 
her ports, and that as a result of such 
protests the ships had b een ordered to 
call at such ports only for coal and to 
leave immediately after getting it. 
In a formal statem ent ab out this 
b oth he and Senor Limantour, the 
Mex ican m inister of finace, ex pressed 
great gratification in the action taken 
b y the government after receiving the 
am b assador’s representations on the 
sub ject. 
The statem ent given out at 
the Plaza was the first intimation that 
there had b een an ex change of notes 
on the sub ject of the presence of war­ 
ships in Mex ican ports. 
This is the formal statem ent as pre­ 
pared b y the amb assador: 


Pre s ide nt T a ft’s Ex pre s s ion. 
“The announcement is made that in 
reply to a representation which the 
Mex ican amb assador, F. L. De La Bar­ 
ra, had made to the state departm ent 
at W ashington in b ehalf of the Mex i­ 
can government, Mr. De La Barra ha3 
received a telegram stating that all 
the b attleships which had b een as­ 
signed b y the United States govern­ 
m ent to various points of the Pacific 
and gulf coasts of Mex ico had b een 
ordered to call at Mex ican ports only 
for coal, and to withdraw promptly. 
“In this same note from the state 
departm ent to Amb assador De La Bar­ 
ra it was clearly stated that President 
Taft wished to reiterate the ex pres­ 
sion of good feeling and friendship 
on the part of the United States gov­ 
ernm ent toward the Mex ican govern­ 
m ent which he ex pressed to Mr. De La 
Brara at a recent interview. 
“Mr. De La Barra further stated 
that the action of this government in 
giving prompt orders for the with­ 
drawal of the men-of-war from the 
coasts of Mex ico was highly satisfac­ 
tory to his government and that a per­ 
fect understanding ex ists b etween the 
two governments regarding the m at­ 
ter.” 


Inte rv e ntion Not Conte mplate d. 
The amb assador handed this out in 
person and refused to add anything. 
Senor Lim antour’s statem ent given 
out at the same time follows: 
“In referring to the telegram which 
Mr. De La Barra had received, Minis­ 
ter Limantour said that he was very 
much gratified that the request of his 
government for the withdrawal of the 
ships had b een so promptly granted. 
The m inister said that he was pleased 
also to hear of the declaration b y Sec­ 
retary of W ar Dickinson that in his 
b elief there would b e no movement of 
United States troops across the b or­ 
der and 
that intervention 
b y the 
United States government was not b e­ 
ing contemplated. 
“Mr. Limantour said that while he 
had not credited the report that 20,000 
additional troops would soon b e as­ 
semb led near the b order, he was 
pleased to learn of the denial b y Gen­ 
eral Wood that the war department 
had issued no order or was contem­ 
plating ordering more troops to the 
south. 
That this government had 
taken prompt steps to preserve the 
neutrality laws, Mr. Limantour said, 
could not help b eing gratifying to his 
government.”

General C arter thus ex ­ 
plained the reason for the hasty as­ 
semb lage of all b ranches of the serv­ 
ice along the 1,800 miles of foreign 
b order, a trainload of cavalry recruits 
from Columb us, O., pulled into the 
railroad yards a mile from the camp. 
The recruits and their officers did not 
detrain, b ut remained in their cars, 
leaving over the Southern Pacific line 
for Eagle Pass, on the Mex ican b order, 
this morning. 
They go to swell the 
numb er of the Third cavalry now do­ 
ing patrol duty along the fighting 
zone. 


Made Guarde d Comme nt. 
The officers of various regim ents in 
the maneuver camp to whom the sub ­ 
stance of General C arter’s statem ent 
was carried, commented upon it guard­ 
edly. 
They said that while they did 
not doub t that everything General 
Carter had stated was perfectly true, 
it was quite possib le that he had not 
told all he knew; that in their b elief 
he was one of four men in this country 
who really knew what was the ob ject 
of the present movement, the others 
b eing General Wood, President Taft 
and Secretary Dickinson; and that it 
was quite possib le that President Taft 
in ordering the mob ilization had kept 
an eye to disordered conditions in a 
neighb oring state as well as to the 
testing of the new field regulations, 
and was not averse to killing two b irds 
with one stone. 
The report prevails at the camp 
that the Ninth cavalry, from Fort Rus­ 
sell, in Wyoming, which has b een 
caught in the general delay in the 
mob ilization of that post's strength 
and which may not arrive in its en­ 
tirety until tomorrow’, will not leave 
its trains, b ut will continue down to 
Laredo, on the Mex ican b order. 
If 
the testing of the new field regulations 
for the mob ilization of the army b y 
divisions is the only ob ject of the 
present assemb lage of troops at Fort 
Sam Houston and other points along 
the southern Mex ican line, it is b e­ 
coming apparent that almost unani 
mously the high army officers alread> 
assemb led are convinced of certain po 
tent defects which are b eing ex am 
plifled in the present mob ilization. 
Many or these officers do not hesitate 
to say that so far, from a purely tac­ 
tical view, the mob ilization at Fort 
Sam Houston has b een a failure and 
that the fault lies not with the individ­ 
ual regim ents responding to the call, 
hut wdth the present army system of 
distrib uting. 


On Full W ar Footing. 
W ith the arrival of six other car­ 
loads of cavalry recruits from the 
same recruiting post in Ohio, the Elev­ 
enth cavalry now on the ground at the 
camp is raised to the full war strength 
of 1*188 men and fiftv-one officers. 
Over 200 recruits for the infantry 
and engineer corps also came in, and 
everywhere on the great windy plain 
where the divisional camp has b een 
estab lished a week squads are b eing 
put through their paces b y drill ser­ 
geants. 
Although no official state 
m ent to that effect has b een issued b y 
General Carter, it is a m atter of com­ 
mon knowledge that b efore the end of 
the week every regim ent of each arm 
of the service represented in the divi­ 
sion which he commands will b e as 
nearly recruited to a war footing as 
the ex igencies of railroad transporta­ 
tion will permit. 
“W ith congress not in session,” said 
a colonel of a western regiment, “and 
with no appropriation to m eet this 
contingency, this unusual movement 
of troops and this recruiting to war 
strength would not b e in progress un­ 
less there was some good reason for 
it. 
I’ve b een in the service twenty- 
eight years, and I never witnessed 
m anuvers carried out under these con­ 
ditions.” 


Acting on reports of m ilitary man­ 
euvers on the Mex ican b order and 
b elieving that the Indiana companies 
will b e ordered to the front within 
three wreeks, all the company officers 
in this and other cities, have b een re­ 
cruiting to make up their quotas;
